down a decision reversing the decision 


OL" Secretary of State Brown rejecting 
the ticket nominated by the fusion 
wing of the Populists party and giving 
it a place on the official ballot under thi 
party designation of the People's Party 
to the ticket nominated by the middle- 
of-the-road Populists who bolted from 
the otlicial convention.

law. 


They also set forth that the fusion 


convention was held In compliance with 


regular call issued by the proper 


authorities. Secretary Brown will now 
iave to recognize the fuslonists as the 
People's Party and' the middle-of-the- 
road men will have to set on the ticket 
by petition, if at all.

"Ou the first day of July I had an In*

around the city and Its suburbs.

estimated the Spanish force at about 
14,000 men, rtnd his own at about the 
same-.

city with his own army, with the co- 
operation of the American fleet. 


"Believing that, however, successful, 


Insurgents may have been in guerilla 
warfare nsalnst the Spanish they could 
not carry thelr*liiips by assault or re 
duce the city by siege and expecting 
further that a hearty and effective co- 
operation could not be executed. I had 


t onee had a number ot reconnois- 


:tnces made to exactly locate the en- 
emy's lines of defense and to ascertain 
their strength." 


General Anderson thus describes the 


attack on Manila, which was under his 
Immediate command subject to orders 
from General Merrltt, whose head- 
quarters were on a dispatch boat. 


"The fleet opened fire at 9.30 a,m. Th« 


four shots fell short, but the range was 
soon found and then the fire became 
evidently effective. 
I at once tele- 


graphed General MacArthur to open on 
block house No. 14 and begin his at- 
tack. 
At the same time several of the 


guns of the Utah batteries opened fire 
m the enemy's works in front of the 
second brigade and two guns on th?

He-well, he said that the only typhoid 
fever In the camp was brought In from 
the outside. 


The volunteers were located in the 


wooded portion-of the park, but the 
wood was only sufficient for shade. It 
was not a dense forest anJ could easily 
be penetrated by the sunshine. 


General Boynton asserted that the 


camp was not crowded. 
The sinks 


were from thirty to ninety feet from 
the tents, but in some Instances the 
kitchens were not farther than twenty 
foot from the 
flinks. 
Much of 
the 


kitchen offal was burned.
